IFrom Our Own Correspondent. I 
Ottawa, Mutch 5, — Hon. Mr. Foster 
delivered tho budget speech this after- 
noon and evening, speaking four hours. 
It will bo a complete surprise to tho coun- 
try, in view of tho fact that tariff deputa- 
tions have boon haunting tho capital for 
thu past month. Mr. Foster stated that 
although representations regarding tariff 
changes hud been uiado to tho govern- 
ment, it was not tho intention to propose 
any of a character that would filter the 
basis upon which tho statement had boon 
made, viz : upon tho present exist- 
ing deficit of last year of 8800,000. The 
revenue for this year was estimated 
at §38,000,000, and tho expenditure $'M>,- 
000,000. Tho surplus is estimated at $1,- 
000,000. Next years revonuo is esti- 
mated at §80, 170,000; expenditure at 
636,600,000, and tho surplus at $2,676,- 
000. No further indebtedness would be 
incurred during the nuxt throe years, ns 
tho money on hand, together with tho 
surplus, would bo sufficient, ho anticipat- 
ed, to carry on the public works now on 
hand. Mr. Foster devoted considerable 
time to showing the progress tlio country 
had made since Confederation. 

Sir Richard Cartwright followed with 
the usual blue ruin speech. He trotted 
ut the old figures about an exodus, and 
oncluded by moving that steps bo taken 
to ascertain what conditions uinoa trio ted 
trade would havo had with the States. 
Pho debate was adjourned. 

Mr. Wallace has completely ro-organ- 
ized the Conibinus Bill. The government 
give a day for the discussion. 



0UK OTTAWA LETTER 



this Col. Prior retorted that surely tho 
minister ought to have tho moral courage 
to supply shelter for ono of tho perman- 
ent corps on tho ground of absolute need, 
totally regardless of local feeling or jeal- 
ousy. Relative to tho rivalry between 
Victoria and Vancouver, ho pointed out 
that many Victorians nra personally in- 
terested in tho Turtniiial city, and wero 
just aB anxious to soo it progross aa their 
own city. They would, however, insist, 
and continue to insist that Victoria should 
receive fair play. Tho minister of militia 
requires to be plainly spoken to now and 
again, and Prior is a man competent to 
perforin that task. 

VICTORIA AH. A PORT OF CALL. 

Tho greatest satisfaction is expressed 
here by tho friends of Victoria at the 
prompt action taken by tho Provincial 
Legislature in urging tho claims of tho 
Provincial capital as a port of call for tho 
Japan-China steamers. The Colonist 
was tho first to sound tho keynote for 
action and now that tho agitation has had 
such a vigorous commencement thoso 
hero who tiro anxious that Victoria should 
receive fair play in this matter urgo un- 
ceasing work. A memorial from tho Fed- 
oral Parliament to the Imperial authori- 
ties might possibly be secured under 
strong pressure. At any rate, it would 
be well for thu citizens of Victoria to ask 
it.

(from Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 23. — As the session rolls 
on the position of thu Reformers in the 
House becomes more and more lamentable; 
Tho great (?) debate on the right of Can- 
ada to make, her own commercial treaties, 
instead of lasting a week or two as was 
anticipated, lizzled out ill one day, and 
members on tho ministerial benches havo 
since laughed over tho collapse till their 
sides ached. It came about this way Sir 
Richard Cartwright duly opened tho ball 
on Monday and was replied to must utlcct- 
ually by Hon. Mr, Foster. Tho Minister 
of finance made one of his best spcechca 
which has done much to enhance his repu- 
tation as a parliamentary orator. Then 
Davies, of P. E. I,, followed in along, 
windy liarmgue in which he rambled all 
over tho universe for subjects to talk 
about, not ono of which was germane to 
tho resolution. Charles Tupper had in- 
tended to reply to him but just as Davies 
was perorating he remarked to Sir John 
that there was nothing in Davies' speocli 
worth answering. "That's so," said the 
Premier, "let them put up another man 
after Davies and then probably you may 
get something to reply to. " Accordingly 
the Minister of Fisheries kept his seat. 
There was an awkward silence in the 
IIouso. No ono rose on either sido 
of Mr. Speaker and finally Sir 
John called "question." Tho cry 
was taken up by his followers, Mr. 
Laurier, however, feebly suggesting an 
adjournment. "Question, question," was 
the cry in louder tone:; than ever, and 
Mr. Speaker used his Gat, "Call in the 
members," and the discussion came thus 
to an ignoniinous end. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright entered the house with his coun- 
tenance clearly showing the passion work- 
ing within him, but it was no use for lain 
to lament. It is understood that the liz- 
zlo has led to a good doal of recrimination 
among tho opposition, this general desire 
being to make somebody a scapegoat. 
"C" BATTERY BAKHACKS. 
The Minister of Militia is a difficult man 
to got anything from — except promises. 
Members from all parts of Canada com- 
plain of his immovability and say ho can- 
not be induced to favor any expenditure 
for militia purposes in any province — 
save Quebec. "C" Dattory barracks is a 
glaring case in point and tho feeling to 
which I have referred found expression 
the other day in a question put by Mr. 
Wilson, of Elgin, who asked: What 
amount has been expended in paying for 
repairs and other works at the Quebec 
Citadel since the first of June, 1887 I 
What amount was voted by parliament 
for such works sinco the dato mentioned? 
What amount has been expended upon 
barracks for "0" Battery, British Col- 
umbia / Is it true that the money appro- 
priated by parliament to provide barracks 
for "C" Battery has boon expended upon 
the Quebec Citadel 7 If so, how much? 

Sir Adolphe Caron replied the amount 
expended for repairs and for other works 
on tho Quebec citadel since the 1st Juno, 
1887, up to tho 30th June, 1888, was 87,- 
2;12.70. The vote for construction and 
repairs was $76,000, and no particular 
amount was voted for tho special work at 
the citadel of Quebec, tho vote having 
been granted for the general requirements 
of the service. Tho estimates for the re- 
pairs at the citadel for that period amount- 
ed to 013,080, and the amount expended, 
as already stated, was $7,232,70. Tho 
amount voted for tho barracks in British 
Columbia for 1887-88 was $14,000; there 
was expended up to the .'10th June, 1888, 
£8, 5)15. 70, leaving a balance on tlio 30th 
J uno, 1888, of $5,054.25, No part of the 
money voted for the barracks in British 
Columbia has been applied for any other 
purpose than that for which it was grant- 
ed by parliament. 

Col. Prior has boon hammering away 
at Sir Adolphe in reference to supplying 
the Battery with that accommodation 
which it absolutely needs, and finding 
that it was almost impossible to stir him, 
your able member saw Sir John Macdon- 
aid and laid the whole oibo before him. 
Tho Premier was riot a little surprised to 
learn thu circumstances, and at, his re- 
quest Col. Prior has put Ins representa- 
tions into writing, which will be submit- 
ted to the privy council in duo course, and 
ho is hopeful of securing a good appro- 
priation in tho supplementary estimates, 
The minister of militia soemi to have got, 
the idea into his head that if ho asks for 
an appropriation for " C " Battery there 
will bo a big kick from Vancouver, but to 



learn that the Government cannot see its 
way clear to mako a grant on the ground 
that education comes entirely within the 
sphere of the provinces and it would bo 
dangerous to creato a precedent such as 
an appropriation to tho British Columbia 
university would involve. 

I'Komi BITION. 
Tho question of prohibition has boon 
relegated to tho sphere of impractical 
politics for the current session tit any 
rate. Tho debate which commenced a 
week ago culminated in three divisions oil 
Thursday night and tho affirmation of 
principle involved in the amendment 
moved by Mr. Wood, that prohibition can 
only bo enforced when public opinion is 
ripe for it. Taylor's amendment was in 
favor of the taking of a plebiscite at tho 
next general election with a clause in fa- 
vor of compensation in tho event of pro- 
hibition being adopted. It was negatived 
by 8(> to 58. Barnard and Prior votod 
for it, tlio other B. C. members not being 
present at. the time. An amendment by 
Mills of Bothwell "that a vote of tho 
qualified electors of Canada be taken at a 
convenient time to ascertain the opinion 
of tho country upon tho question." This 
was defeated by a voto of ,'!5 for to 12" 
against. Mr. Wood's amendment in fa- 
vor of prohibition when tho country is 
ripe for it was then carried by 99 to o!t. 
Barnard, Gordon, Chisholtu voting in its 
favor. 

THAI" SHOOTING. 

The closest division of the session took 
place on the bill fathered by Adam 
Brown, M. P. for llamilron, to amend 
thu law relating to cruelty to animals. It 
is promoted by tho different humane so- 
cieties in Ontario, and is designed chiefly 
to put a stop to trap shooting. The bill 
has evoked a good deal of opposition 
from tho gun clubs, which took tho 
ground that there was nothing cruel in 
shooting at a bird. Brown made a good 
speech and there was lots of fun in it. 
Tho IIouso was, moreover, in a good 
humor. A few members on tho left of 
Mr. Speaker wero inclined to jeer Adam, 
but he took it all in good part. One 
question of his, when he asked his tor- 
mentors how they would like to bo cooped 
up in a box like tho poor little birds and 
shot at immediately when they endeav- 
ored to escape therefrom, fairly convulsed 
the IIouso. The six months' hoist, was 
moved by another conservative, Col. Tis- 
dalo, of South Norfolk, Out. He took 
tho ground that if thu bill became a law, 
thu next thing tlio humanitarians would 
do would bo to prohibit tlio killing of nios- 
quitoes. hi the division which followed 
the debate Sir A. P. Caron, Sir Richard 
Cartwright and Daltou McCarthy wore 
among tho prominent members of tho 
House to voto for the six months' hoist, 
while on the other side were Hon. Mr, 
Bowell, Sir John Thompson and Hon. C. 
II. Tupper. Mr. Gordon was the only 
British Columbia member who took part 
in the division, voting in favor of the bill. 
Tho Bix months' hoist was lost by ono 
voto only, and the bill was accordingly 
road a second Lime. It will havo many 
tips and downs, however, before it irots 
through the House. A laughable 
incident occurred during the counting of 
the voto which canfe pretty near wrecking 
the bill entirely. It is a rule of the House 
that during a division no member shall 
leave his chair until tho clerk has an- 
nounced tho result. A common joke, and 
a favorite trick of Sir John's, is to beckon 
to a new member while tho clerk is tott ing 
up tho voto. The unsuspecting member 
leaves liis place and is at onco grouted 
with a yell from all parts of the House, 
almost loud enough to raise the roof. 
Adam Brown was caught this way the 
lirst session ho was here and It was only 
his great anxiety to know tho result of 
the vote that allowed him to bo caught 
last night by Charley Tupper. 

"I have tho count hero," shouted Tup- 
per to Adam who was sitting throe rows 
behind. Adam sidled down towards him, 
but was shouted at by the whole IIouso, 
Tupper leading in tho cries of order. Cov- 
orod with confusion, tho big man from 
Hamilton sank into tho lirst empty chair 
to bo found. "Go back to your place or 
you'll lose your vote, "said Clarke Wallace. 
Adam was painfully perplexed for a mo- 
ment. Thu shout continued, and ho 
sidled back to his chair. Tho clerk then 
read the result, which stood 72 to 71 m 
favor of a second reading. If Adam 
Brown's voto wero to bo counted out tho 
vote would be a tie. Jim Trow, the lib- 
oral whip, immediately challenged Brown's 
voto, but the Speakor ruled that it should 
stand. Trow and Casey argued and quot- 
ed precedent, but wore overruled. "At 
all events," said Col. Tisdale, "Brown 
was nearly killed on the wing." 



TlM' 4 ummlxHloii Ucnukics Work. 

London, March 5.— Tho Parnell Coin- 
mission reassembled this morning. Sir 
Richard Webster, Attorney-General, re- 
lated the facts already niadojknown about 
Pigott's communication to Solicitor 
Soames' olliee from Madrid. Tho Attor- 
ney-General said it is now desired to take 
up that part of tho caso which related to 
Irish work. Presiding Justice Hannoii 
decided that the fact that tho Irish World 
raised money for tho Irish cause did not 
mako tho recipient of the monoy responsi- 
ble for tho paper's articles, but it offered 
an important link of evidenoe regarding 
tho distribution of newspapers inciting to 
outrage. Evidonco submitted proved 
that between the years 1880 and 1881, 
copies of tho Irish World wore sent out 
either directly or indirectly from tho 
offices of tho National Leaguo in Dublin 
and wore found in possession of tho Leaguo 
officers.

Wo aro very glad indeed to sue that the 
teachers of Victoria have come to a good 
understanding with tho Department of 
Education with respect to tho daily mark- 
ing system.

It remains to bo seen how tho Ameri- 
can peoplo will welcomo this note of un- 
mistakable jingoism in President Harri- 
son's first public utterance. There are 
people who think that tho United Statos 
has no greator right to interfere in 
tho affairs of its neighbors on 
this continent than any othor nation 
on any other continent to dictate to Its 
neighbors what they shall or shall not do 
within their own bounds. What would 
bo thought of Russia for instanco if it 
arrogated to itself tho right to dotormine 
what all the othor nations of Europe 
should do respecting the alliances thoy 
shall outer into and tho disposal they 
shall mako of their territory? It has boon 
trying this game witli part of that conti- 
nent— tho Danubian provinces —and it has 
not, powerful as it is, met with any nota- 
ble success. Tho United States, because 
she is big and strong and is taking meas- 
ures to mako herself stronger, takgB upon 
herself to say to tho weaker and smaller 
republics south of her you must do this 
and you must not do that, but it is hard 
to see what right she has to dictate in this 
way except tho vory old-fashioned 
ono that might is right. If tho 
United States under tho administration 
of General Harrison is determined to act 
upon tho " good old way, tho simple plan" 
it tnaybullyand gobble up its weaker neigh- 
bors under the preteuso of averting the 
danger of "hostile observation and en- 
vironment," but it may find by pursuing 
such a policy that it has nused for itsulf 
enemies both within and without who will 
give its government a great deal more 
trouble than the new jingo administration 
anticipate. The paths of the Great Re- 
public, as regards foreign nations, have 
hitherto been almost exclusively paths of 
\ce, and it would bo most unwise, ex- 
cept in tho extromest necessity, to depart 
from them. Its rulers have good warrant 
for believing that " tho lotting in of 
strife " is followed by dire and unlooked 
for circumstances.

.•1 NEW DEPARTURE. 

Tho inauguration ot tho President was 
in overy way an impressive spectacle. A 
man who was but the other day a humble 
private citizen, not distinguished in any 
way from thousands of his countrymen, 
has been called upon to be the head of a 
groat nation, and invested by its citizens 
•with greater power than any crowned 
head, with the exception, perhaps, of the 
Czar of Russia. So sudden and so groat 
an elevation is almost without precedent 
in tho history of tho world. A few 
months ago no particular importance was 
attached to l lio public utterances of Gen- 
eral Harrison. What lie said may have 
had a local influence, but it was not felt 
much beyond tho county or the state in 
which he resided. But HOW this is all 
changed, What the President of the 
United Statos says in his oflicial capacity 
is of more than national importance. The 
speech which ho delivered in front of the 
Capitol in Washington on Monday was 
listened to witli profound attention 
by tho thousands who assembled to 
witness the inaugural ion ceremony, and 
was read with the deepest interest by the 
people of ovary civilized country under 
tho sun. That speech was not one of 
jnero ceremony, It was not couched in 
tho vapid but inflated language of compli- 
ment. It was thi! utterance of a states- 
man who was taking upon himself tin im- 
mense responsibility, and it outlined the 
policy of a nation. From it the world is 
justified in concluding that tho groat pow- 
ers will not be justified in forming their 
policy and in determining the relations 
that shall exist between them, in exclud- 
ing tho United States from tlioir calcula- 
tions. It, appears that President Harrison 
is determined that on this continent, at 
least, the influence of the Republic at 
whose head be has been placed shall be 
constantly felt. He and his advisers have 
evidently made up their minds to assert 
tho Monroe Doctrine and not to permit 
any European nation to gain a foothold in 
North America. 

"We havo not sought," ho says, "to 
dominate or to absorb any of our weaker 
neighbors, but rather to aid and encour- 
age them to establish free and stable gov- 
ernments. We havo a clear right to ex- 
pect, therefore, that no European gov- 
ernment will seek to establish colonial de- 
pendencies upon tho territory of inde- 
pendent American Slates; ami that which 
a sense of justice restrains them from 
Hooking they may be reasonably expected 
to forego. It must not bo assumed, how- 
ever," ho adds, "that our interests are so 
exclusively American that our entire inat- 
tention to any events that may transpire 
elsewhere can be taken for granted." 

This was said in order that foroign 
powers must not expect the United 
States "to look kindly upon any project 
that would leave us subject to danger of 
hostile observation or environment." The 
government of France therefore must 
take tho hint and not interfere to com- 
plete tho Panama Canal or in any way 
make that work a national undertaking ; 
and Bismarck was quietly informed that 
ho must nut calculate to have everything 
his own way in tho Saiuoan Inlands.

The timo has, in the opinion of many, 
arrived when Victoria should have tho 
services of a permanent assessor. The 
city would gain much if its property were 
valued according to some well understood 
principle. Many of the valuations are at 
present arbitrary and unjust. Some prop- 
erty is valued too high and some too low. 
Property which is being benefited and 
enhanced in valuo by tho labors of enter- 
prising citizens is assessed far below its 
market valuo, while property on which en- 
terprising men aro straining every nerve 
to improve is heavily assessed. At pres- 
ent energy and enterprise aro taxed while 
indolence, apathy and greed aro at a 
premium. What is wanted is a system of 
taxation which will be just to all, and this 
wo can never havo until an assessor is ap- 
pointed whose business it will be to mako 
himself acquainted with the circumstances 
of the several localities and with tho value 
of the property in thorn so that it will bo 
made to contribute to tho civic revenue in 
proportion to tho advantages it dorivos 
from civic institutions. It is foolish to 
expect tho treasurer to do tho work of tho 
assessor as well as his own. He cannot 
devote the time to the business of assess- 
ing that it requires. His own peculiar 
duties aro quite sufficient to occupy the 
whole of his time, and if he performs 
them well it is more than has boon done 
for a long time. 

The- city assessor should be an expert in 
his line, and he should bo perfectly free 
from all distracting influences. He should 
bo also in a position to value property im- 
partially without, as the saying is, fear, 
favor or affection. This bo cannot do if 
ho has a hundred other things to attend 
to, or if he is mixed up in business trans- 
actions with the owners of real estate. 
He should be a civic ollicial bound to do- 
vote tho whole of Iub time to his city 
work. Such an ollicial would bo worth 
much more to the city than the amount of 
his salary. It is to be hoped that the 
Corporation will see their way to obtain 
[lower to appoint such an official if thoy 
do not already possess it, and that they 
will place in tho position the best man 
that ciin bo had.

11 is conclusions, being 
tho result of mature reflect inn and wide 
observation aro therefore entitled to re- 
upect. This is his estimate of this Dom- 
inion of Canada and of tho men it pro- 
duces: 

"Look at a map and you will see that 
within the latitude of Canada aro includ- 
ed, in the old world, Norway and Sweden 
Europoan and Asiatic Russia (excepting 
i inly the most southerly projection), Den- 
mark, Prussia, Holland, Belgium, the 
northern section of France, and tho whole 
nf Great Britain and Ireland.

And 
analogy suggests that under tho bracing 
climate of Canada, in centuries yet to bo, 
civilization may in tho new world find its 
sturdio.it supporters.

Nature lias 
said it. Canadians need not bo anxious 
about tho money spout in opening up their 
Northwest. Nature is their bondsman. 
They have only to stand still and soo tho 
salvation of tho Lord. ... I havo 
described tho territory, resources, finan- 
cial condition, population, and political 
organization of the new Dominion of Can- 
ada. Tho picture, though faithful, may 
bo somewhat new to Americans, whoso 
view of Canada might bo summed up in 
tho words: "We have a little sister, and 
she hath no breasts."

Whilst the provincial government can 
bestow two hundred thousand dollars 
upon] the Okanagon it Shuswap rail- 
way and the Federal government threu 
thousand two hundred dollars per mile 
for the same purpose, not a cent or a 
thought can ho bestowed upon thu exten- 
sion of tho Esquimalt & Nanaimo Rail- 
way. What baleful combination has 
brought about this result — this neglect of 
great interests ? 

The Okanagon Railway will bo about 
fifty miles in length, running through a 
pastoral or agricultural country of very 
limited proportions. Tho railroad incap- 
able of extension -a purely local one. 
To this line tho government give throe 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars. If 
this insignificant piece of railroad is worth 
this amount] to tho government, surely 
tlio extension of tho E. and N ! . railway is 
entitled to as much in proportion or more 
considering its greater importance and 
possibilities to the Dominion at large. 
A.s tho extension will ho two hundred 
miles in length, just four times longei 
than the Okanagon one, so the provincial 
government ought to givo eight hundred 
thousand dollars and the Dominion gov- 
ernment six hundred and forty thousand 
dollars, or both together one million, four 
hundred and forty-four thousand dollars; 
and yet whilst thoy encourage tho one and 
pooh-pooh tlio other, our members narcot- 
ized by some moans or other are 
mum, Thoy will awaken soon — dead!

AN APPEAL TO VICTORIANS. 

To the Editor: It is a well known 
fact there is not a city in the Dominion 
that sends so much money from home (for 
goods that can be obtained at home) as 
we do here in Victoria. For tho last 
month or so our city has been overrun 
with representatives from various tailoring 
establishments in Brandon, Winnipeg, 
Toronto and other places ill the east, who 
come here and by representing that they 
can sell goods cheaper than we do, have 
taken quite a number of orders, some of 
them, we are sorry to say, fromleadingbusi- 
nessmon in this city. Does the merchant 
who sends his order out of thu Province 
ever think who supports him ? Does the 
mechanic remember that he gets double 
the wages hero that ho did or would in 
tho east? It is estimated that Victorians 
send annually about twenty thousand 
dollars for custom made clothes out of the 
Province. This amount, if kept at home, 
would givo employment to about twenty 
men, who would require houses, groceries, 
dry goods and drugs, and wo think our 
merchants would profit more by this addi- 
tional trade, than all they save on the few 
clothes that some of them wear. Only a 
few days ago, a gentleman, >vh" 
makes his living off the public said to 
another, "Why don't you send home for 
your clothes / I send there for all mine. 
Vou would get them so much cheaper." 
This gentleman values his services at from 
ten to twenty dollars a day; nt homo he 
could not get as ninny shillings. Remem- 
ber we are not bogging for trade — we care 
not where you got your clothos made so 
long as you leave your money in the city 
that supports you, but wo are decidedly 
opposed to sending our inonoy out of the 
province for anything that can be had 
here, even if wo pay more for it, and if 
all Victorians actod on the same principle 
you would not hear the term "moss- 
back " so often applied. No; our streets 
would bo thronged, our hotels full, our 
merchants that grumble so much and cry 
"hard times " would be busy, and our 
industries in a far healthier condition 
than thoy aro to-day. Those very men 
who come hero peddling around from 
house to house havo laws enacted in their 
own cities prohibiting outsiders from do- 
ing business thoro under ponalty. Why 
can wo not havo such a law hero ? Wake 
up, Victorians ! Spend your money where 
you make it. Support thoso that support 
you. Throw Helf asido and work for the 
benefit of the community at large, other- 
wise you will find out when it is probably 
too late that you are loft.

of a government official, will doubtlesas 
bo read with interest by many British 
Columbians. The chief engineer wus 
asked to report on tho general condition 
of tho Canadian Pacific railway through 
out its ontire length, and especially aa to 
those sections traversing mountainous or 
hilly districts, among precipitous bluffs 
and along steep mountain slopes, whore 
land slides aro to bu guarded against, and 
in which tho lino crosses deep ravines 
spanned by trestle and other wooden 
structures. Ho states: That during the 
month of July last 1 personally made a 
careful, 1 may say somewhat critical ox 
animation of the section between Donald 
and Vancouver, and that I twice passed 
over tho entiro line from Ottawa to Van 
couvor, observing from tho roar of the 
train tho running condition of tho road 
I furthermore caused every structure and 
tho works of every description to be care 
fully inspected by an engineer during 
August and September last, upon those 
sections which are most dillicult and cost- 
ly to maintain, viz. , between Callander and 
Port Arthur, Cut) miles, and between Banff 
and Vancouver, 604 milos, nnd, from the 
information thus obtained, I am pleased 
to be able to pronounce tho road to bo in 
good running condition. Some of the 
materials of the structures are commenc- 
ing to decay and many of tho ties are rot 
ting, hut gangs of carpenters and track- 
men are constantly engaged in renewing 
theso materials and maintaining the 
efficient condition of the works. On the 
mountain sections, as might bo expected, 
earth and rock slides sometimes occur, ro- 
quiriug great watchfulness and caro on 
tho part of the employes of the railway, 
As on other roads, so in this, rock 
loosened by tho action of heavy rains and 
frost should be periodically barred down, 
and working trains should be brought into 
sorvico each season to remove the debris 
from the slopos of tho cuttings. On part 
of the lino this service was receiving every 
attention, and I may presumo that before 
the season closed it would extend to all 
thoso portions of tho railway requiring 
such attention, In theso mountain 
ouse sections groat precautions ap- 
pear now to bo taken to insure tho safe 
passage of trains, and so far as 
1 can learn, the number of casualties dur- 
ing the last summer has been very small, 
and tho trains ran with great regularity. 
The snow protection in thoso regions is 
extensive and substantial in character. 
Tho officors in charge of operation, who 
havo had several years' experience in the 
Rocky Mountains, are of opinion that tho 
road is so fully guarded against snow 
slides that tho road is not likely to bo in- 
terrupted from this cause. The company 
aro also taking precautions against snow 
blockades, by the introduction of power- 
ful rotary snow shovels, and it is confi- 
dently expected that theso machines will 
bo effectual against tho heaviest drifts 
which thoy may encounter. During the 
past year very extensive additions hnvo 
been made to tho ongino power and car 
stock, ho that tho means of transport will 
probably meet all requirements. The 
elevator capacity at Port Arthur has also 
been largely increased, and this will 
greatly facilitate the movement of grain 
from Manitoba and the Northwest. In 
fact, I consider the railway to bo in ex. 
cellent running condition and very well 
equipped. The time has certainly 
arrived when preparations should 
be made to replace, year by 
yoar, many of tho wooden pile and trestlo 
structures by solid embankments or other 
permanent work, until theio timber struc- 
tures shall have disappeared, and I ob- 
served that several steam excavators woro 
being set in place along the lino for that 
purpose The traffic seems to ho in 
most encouraging condition, During tho 
nine months ended on the 30th Septem- 
ber, 1SH7, and 1HM8, tho figures aro:
